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Countdown to polling day 


THE starting gun was fired in the election 
campaign last week, as dozens of prospective 
councillors stepped forward to challenge for 
seats in Bridport. 

While the general election battle buses gather pace 
ahead of polling day, local candidates are also preparing 
for a fight to represent Bridport at the local level. 

With 31 candidates scrapping for the town council’s 18 
available seats, and a further 21 bidding for the six dis¬ 
trict vacancies, Bridport is likely to see some of Dorset’s 
most keenly-contested elections. 

And the names of all those in the race were finally un¬ 
veiled last Thursday, following months of speculation. 

The campaign is now set to take off as the countdown 
to polling day commences. 

Representatives from all the main political parties will 
seek to win the town’s support over the next three weeks, 
with a handful of independent candidates also standing. 

And with uncontested elections dampening the cam¬ 
paign in Lyme Regis and Beaminster, Bridport will be 
flying the flag for democracy in West Dorset on May 7th.

More than 30 names have been put forward to stand 
for the town council, and Bridport’s serving district coun¬ 
cillors will also have a fight on their hands to retain their 
seats, with 21 candidates vying for the six vacant posi¬ 
tions. 

The Liberal Democrats are the best represented of the 
main political parties, having put forward six candidates, 
including current councillor Ros Kayes, for the district 
vote. 

Serving representatives for the Conservative Party, 
Keith Day, Sandra Brown and Frances McKenzie, are 
among the five Tories standing, while independent David 
Tett has thrown his hat into the ring once again. 

In the town council elections, the Bridport North ward 
will see 15 candidates, including six current councillors, 
fighting it out for nine seats, with 16 standing in the Brid¬ 
port South ward. 

Two thirds of the current council will seek re-election, 
while six serving members - Philip Lathey, Julian May, 
Charles Michell, Gillian Summers, Anne-Marie Vincent 
and Karl Wallace - are all standing down. 

Election fever is now gripping Bridport, with just over 
three weeks to go until the town goes to the polls. 

And with a flood of local representatives having joined 
the race, every vote could prove to be crucial.

Anger over NHS 
'sham' meetings

MEMBERS of a local 
health pressure group 
have dismissed NHS 
chiefs’ efforts to engage 
with the public as “a 
sham”, as concern 
grows for the future of 
health services in Brid¬ 
port. 

The Dorset Health 
Campaign has described 
the Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s 
consultation meetings as 
“pure flim-flam”, fol¬ 
lowing a public meeting 
held at Bridport Town 
Hall recently. 

Campaign spokesman 
Chris East criticised the 
CCG for making key de¬ 
cisions about changes to 
health services “from 
the outset”, suggesting 
that attempts to engage 
with the public were 
false. 

The CCG, a body of 
GPs and health profes¬ 
sionals tasked with plan¬ 
ning health services 
across the county, has 
repeatedly insisted that 
no final decisions have 
been made about its on¬ 
going clinical services 
review, and that mem¬ 
bers of the public can 
help them reach deci¬ 
sions by providing effec¬ 
tive feedback. 

But in the latest war 
of words, Mr East 
warned that hospital clo¬ 
sures and the downgrad¬ 
ing of services were 
likely, leading to longer 
journeys for patients. 

The town hall meeting 
followed a public 
screening of the docu¬ 
mentary film detailing 
doctors’ personal con¬ 
cerns about the future 


of the health service. 

The meeting, organ¬ 
ised by Autonomy Films 
and the UNITE commu¬ 
nity group, with the par¬ 
ticipation of members of 
the 38 Degrees west 
Dorset network, also 
heard contributions from 
concerned residents. 

“The review team 
plan has been to come 
up with their solution for 
cost-saving changes by 
the end of March, but 
they will then not reveal 
their plans to the Dorset 
public until well after 
the general election”, 
said Mr East. 

“Almost without the 
public noticing, the 
health service as we 
know it is being re¬ 
placed by a system mod¬ 
elled on the US, in 
which care is delivered 
by profit-maximising 
companes.” 

The CCG is currently 
reviewing a wide range 
of services and is ex¬ 
pected to reveal firm 
proposals in the sum¬ 
mer, having set out its 
‘case for change’ last 
year. 

The latest accusations 
follow similar concerns 
raised by Bridport town 
councillors last month. 

Tim Goodson, the 
CCG’s chief officer, told 
members at a recent 
meeting that the review 
was not part of a “pri¬ 
vatisation agenda” and 
that there was “not a 
pre-conceived idea from 
the outset that this is pri¬ 
vatisation by the back 
door in any way.”

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Prominent botanist releases 
book on Amazon expeditions 



AFTER nearly 50 years 
since his first journey 
to the tropics explor¬ 
ing for plants, and 39 
expeditions to the 
Amazon, prominent 
botanist, Professor Sir 
Ghillean Prance, from 
Lyme Regis, has gath¬ 
ered his experiences in 
new book'That Glori¬ 
ous Forest' 

The book includes a 
fascinating and diverse 
collection of accounts 
from his trips, along 
with thoughts on a 
lifetime of work sur¬ 
veying the Amazon 
flora. 

Sir Ghillean (pic¬ 
tured) has written this book as a 
tribute to all those who have 
helped him survey the Amazon re¬ 
gion over the last five decades. Its 
main focus is on the process and 
running of expeditions, as well as 
collecting specimens. 

Included at the end of each chap¬ 
ter are plant collection numbers 
made on the expeditions described, 
as well as a list of new species dis¬ 
covered. 

Sir Ghillean is a specialist in a 
number of plant families, all of 
which consist of trees and vines 
widly distributed in the Amazon re¬ 


gion and elsewhere. 

As a former senior vice-president 
of the New York Botanical Garden 
he was presented in 2008 with a 
gold medal by the attraction, its 
highest honour, in recognition of 
his service and ongoing dedication 
to the mission of the garden, and to 
botany and horticulture interna¬ 
tionally. Fie was also previously di- 
recto of the Royal Botanic Gardens 
in Kew. 

Sir Ghillean will launch 'That Glo¬ 
rious Forest'at Serendip bookshop 
in Broad Street, Lyme Regis on Fri¬ 
day (April 17th) from 6pm. 


Race for Westminster gathers pace 


WEST DORSET residents will go to the 
polls to choose their next MP on May 7th, 
with three weeks of fierce campaigning 
to come before election day. 

Polling stations across the constituency 
will open at 7am, and thousands are ex¬ 
pected to turn out and cast their votes in 
what is being described as the tightest 
general election in recent memory. 

Incumbent Conservative MP Oliver 
Letwin will be seeking a fifth successive 


election victory to win the seat he has 
held since 1997. 

Mr Letwin, who commands a majority 
of just under 4,000, is set for a tough bat¬ 
tle against four rival candidates, all seek¬ 
ing to snatch the West Dorset seat. 

The Liberal Democrats have backed 
Bridport councillor Ros Kayes to topple 
the Tories this time around, after Sue Far- 
rant ran Mr Letwin close at the last elec¬ 
tion in 2010. 


The seat is also being contested by 
Rachel Rogers, who will represent 
Labour. And a further challenge will 
come from Green Party candidate Peter 
Barton and UKIP’s David Glossop, both 
standing for the first time. 

The parliamentary candidates formally 
announced their bids for Westminster last 
week, after they had participated in a 
lively hustings event at Bridport’s Elec¬ 
tric Palace.

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■ A NUMBER of Public First stal¬ 
warts have been striving to obtain five 
per cent of West Dorset’s residents’ 
signatures on a petition to trigger a 
referendum on the West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s ‘cabinet’ system, which 
currently allows the party with 
roughly 42 per cent of the votes to 
hold 100 per cent of the decision mak¬ 
ing. 

A committee system, with represen¬ 
tation of all parties, would surely 
make the process more accountable.

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'We will be back' 

LANDLORD VOWS TO RESTORE FIRE-DAMAGED PUB 


THE owner of the Chideock pub 
that burned down in last week's 
devastating fire has pledged to 
begin the rebuilding process 
straight away. 

Mike Long and his family lost al¬ 
most all of their material posses¬ 
sions in the blaze on Bank Holiday 
Monday, but an incredible show of 
support from the community has 
seen £1,000 raised for them al¬ 
ready. 

In an effort to repay their acts of 
kindness, Mr Long has vowed to 
restore the much-loved Clock¬ 
house Inn and give the village back 
its pub. 

"We will be back, that's for sure," 
he said last week, as builders 
began to dismantle the remains of 
the pub. 

"After what people have done for 
us, I have to give them back what 
they had - as a thank you for 
everything the community has 
done for my family." 

Owners for the last 13 years, Mike 
and Helen Long, and their two 
daughters, Jessica, 11, and Char¬ 
lotte, nine, could only watch as 
their home burned to the ground 
last week. 

Fourteen fire engines battled the 
blaze during the course of the af¬ 
ternoon, but the 16th-century 
building was completely de¬ 
stroyed. 

Thankfully the whole family was 
out of the house on an Easter egg 
hunt when the chimney caught 
fire.

Returning to their home after 
seeing plumes of smoke rising 
from the chimney, Mr Long raced 
inside to rescue his daughters' pet 
rabbits and goldfish, before fire¬ 
fighters took control of the situa¬ 
tion. 

The family stayed in the next 
door tea rooms for the first two 
nights and have since arranged for 
accommodation, but all their 
clothes, toys and other possessions 
were destroyed. 

An astonishing reaction from the 
village community has seen 
dozens of items donated, while 
£1,000 has been donated to the 
disaster appeal set up the day after 
the fire. 

A statement on the appeal's 
website read:"This fund will hope¬ 
fully go a little way to helping 
them get back on their feet while 
the long-term plans to rebuild the 
Clock are put in place. 

"Donations have come from far 
and wide, and along with all the 
local help, [the family] has been 
overwhelmed by the support they 
have received." 

Mr Long added:"If I said I was of¬ 
fered 70 beds on that first night, it 
would be an understatement. 

"We have had donations from 
people we have never even met 
before. Drivers have even been 



stopping on the road to hand us 
cards. It's ridiculous." 

Mr Long said anything salvage¬ 
able from the building would be 
used to restore the "bigger and 
better" Clockhouse Inn, which he 
hopes to reopen as soon as possi¬ 
ble. 

Any oak beams, brickwork or 
other parts of the structure that are 
still intact could be used to make a 
memorial to the former pub, he 
said. 

He said: "We have still got the 
four walls and that is keeping us 
going at the moment. 

"There are no words to describe 
what it has been like. All I can say 
is that I will give the village back its 
pub and we will have one hell of a 
party."

Local churches awarded a share of £100,000 


LOCAL churches have been awarded a share of 
£100,000 for vital repairs, maintenance and 
restoration work.

“We would like to say a huge thank you to every¬ 
one who took part in our Ride+Stride event and 
hope as many - if not more - people will join in 
the fun this year.” 

Further grants will be awarded to churches in 
Dorset during the year to help conserve the 
county’s historic churches for generations to come. 

This year’s Ride+Stride event will take place on 
Saturday September 12th and is DHCT’s main 
source of fundraising. 

The event involves some 200 parish and church 
communities across the county cycling or walking 
to as many different churches as they can in a day.

instead to help behind the scenes marking pitches 
and doing all the unsung jobs so important in any 
successful organisation. 

Brian played for Beaminster for 24 years until his 
retirement in 1982. Never cautioned, his highlight 
was scoring the only goal in the Edwards Charity 
Cup Final against Lyme Regis in the mid 70’s. 

Football however wasn’t Brian’s only interest, he 
played cricket for the town for over twenty years, 
skippering the 2nd XI for a number of seasons. A 
spinner, he broke through to the 1st XI in the early 
70’s. 

Once again Brian took a back seat, working tire¬ 
lessly on the committee without recognition, just 
how he liked it. He prepared the wicket for over 20 
years to such a standard that the Recreation Ground 
played hosts to many Dorset U-15 matches. 

He then spent 10 years as an umpire travelling 
around Dorset. He currently holds the post of secre¬ 
tary to both the football and cricket club. 

His community work also includes the Arts Society 
in the 70’s where as a committee member he helped 
bring luminaries such as Cyril Fletcher to the town. 
He was stage manager for the Drama Club in the 80’s 
and was a member of the Dorset FA for 10 years rep¬ 
resenting them at Perry Street League Management 
meetings. 

In recent years he was a member of the Beaminster 
Museum, working tirelessly for them. 

Beaminster Cricket Club released the following state¬ 
ment which shows the high regard they held him in: 

“It was with great sadness that BCC learnt of the 
death of its erstwhile secretary, player and grounds- 


A MAN who never forgot the kindness the people of 
Beaminster showed when his family was evacuated 
from the East End of London during the Second 
World War has died after years of service to the com¬ 
munity, particularly the local cricket and football 
clubs. 

Brian Page died on April 3rd aged 71 after a short 
illness. 

When his family arrived in the early years of the 
conflict, they had very little money and few belong¬ 
ings. But this didn’t stop the local people of Beamin¬ 
ster taking them into their hearts, and after the war 
they stayed and made it their home. 

Brian, or Pager as he was affectionately known, 
who was bom in the town in 1943, never forgot their 
kindness and spent his life putting something back 
into the community. 

It was during his time at Beaminster Boys School, 
that Brian found his mentor Len Marsh, a school¬ 
teacher, who taught him about community service 

He told me in an interview several years ago that it 
was his encouragement and support that showed him 
how he could help put something back into the com¬ 
munity whilst still enjoying himself, something he 
has tried to follow through his life. 

He started playing football for Beaminster Re¬ 
serves at the age of 14, and played his first game of 
cricket for Beaminster 2nd XI around the same time. 

On leaving school at fifteen he joined Spiller’s as 
an apprentice joiner and cabinetmaker.

folded in 1958, Brian along 
with two friends Bruce 
Taylor and Terry Collin decided to reform the club 
guided by stalwarts such as Brian Newberry, and 
they rejoined the Perry Street League in the season 
1961-62. 

However, Brian shunned the limelight, preferring 


who passed away on April 
3rd at the age of 71. 

To a very large degree Pager was “Mr Beaminster 
Cricket”. He served the club for around 50 years and 
was the ultimate clubman; loyal, hardworking and a 
man of principle. 

His principles led him into a number of stand-offs

and disagreements with county cricketing authorities, 
particularly when he considered that they were not 
giving volunteers, who run the clubs in Dorset 
cricket, enough consideration and respect. Despite 
this, or perhaps because of it, he was hugely re¬ 
spected and well known throughout the county. 
When visiting other grounds on summer Saturdays 
the Beaminster players and officials would often be 
asked how Pager was these days. 

He could always be depended upon to fill a breach 
in a crisis and his intentions were always positive. 
Hence he filled the role of being in charge of Satur¬ 
day cricket teas, an onerous task when done week 
after week and year after year. He never received the 
help he considered due for such work, and this per¬ 
ceived lack of support would bring forth the occa¬ 


sional mild complaint, a very rare thing to hear from 
Pager. 

Pager was a kind, loyal, modest and quietly spoken 
man with a dry sense of humour. Jokes were slipped 
into conversations and not always noticed immedi¬ 
ately, so understated as they were; but none the less 
funnier for that. 

Pager will be missed not only by the cricket club, but 
also by the football club and Beaminster museum, two 
other organisations to benefit from his knowledge, 
hard work and wisdom. He was a mine of information 
on the sports men and women who have represented 
Beaminster over the last half century. 

Pager did however have one cross to bear through 
life; he was a Millwall supporter. He bore this burden 
(loyalty to the extreme) with resignation and good hu¬ 
mour, impervious to pleadings to transfer his affec¬ 
tions to a more glamorous club. Perhaps this helped 
him to be the resilient and caring person he was. 

Pager will be sorely missed by many, many people 
in Beaminster. He will be impossible to replace and 
we shall not see his like again. 

Perhaps one incident sums up how much Brian felt 
the need to repay the town for their generosity to his 
family. 

In 2004 he was nominated for the inaugural Terry 
Collin Award in recognition of his services to sport 
over the previous 40 years. His reaction to the news 
epitomised his view on life and of giving something 
back to the community. 

Recalling the situation he said: “I thought long and 
hard about it and in the end was influenced by the 
ethics instilled in me by Len Marsh 50 years previ¬ 
ously. It has been an honour to be able to give some¬ 
thing back to the town that without requiring 
anything from my family when we arrived from Lon¬ 
don, showed such kindness to us.” 

Brian I think you have repaid them several times! 

His funeral will be held at 10am on Saturday, 
April 18th at St Mary's Church and afterwards at 
Holy Trinity.

Water Babies make 
a splash in Bridport 


BABIES as young as just as 12 
weeks will soon be able to take 
part in multi-award winning 
swimming classes starting at 
Freshwater Beach Holiday Park 
in Burton Bradstock. The spe¬ 
cialist classes, designed to 
make the most of babies' natu¬ 
ral affinity with water, teach 
confidence and safety, using 
expert techniques that have 
been enjoyed by children from 
just two days old! 

Rowan Bradford has been 
running Water Babies classes 
across Devon and Somerset 
since 2012, after emerging 
from her first lesson with baby 
Caitlin and realising that her 
face was aching from smiling 
constantly for 30 minutes. 
Rowan knew she'd found 
something truly special -'sheer 
indulgent happiness' is how 
she describes it."Why wouldn't 
everyone want to do it?" 

"We are so excited to offer 
even more local Water Babies 
and their parents the chance to 
bond and gain skills through 
swimming, when we start 


classes at Freshwater Beach Hol¬ 
iday Park in Burton Bradstock." 

While Water Babies lessons are 
fun for both parent and little 
one, the course also has an ex¬ 
tremely serious added benefit. 
"Worryingly, research we com¬ 
missioned this year revealed 
that 75% of parents are unaware 
drowning is the third highest 
cause of accidental death in chil¬ 
dren in the UK" Rowan explains. 

"I n most cases it's the shock of 
sudden submersion that 
causes children to panic. We 
passionately believe that by in¬ 
troducing babies to water as 
early as possible, they'll be less 
likely to experience fear if they 
do fall in. Our research also 
showed that the average age 
children start swimming les¬ 
sons is four, despite that fact 
they can start from birth. In 
fact, we've had pupils as young 
as just two days old." 

"With progressive training, ba¬ 
bies can be taught lifesaving 
skills very early on such as turn¬ 
ing onto their backs or, follow¬ 
ing a sudden submersion, 


swimming to the nearest solid 
object. In the last few years at 
least ten tiny Water Babies 
pupils have saved their own 
lives, five of whom were just two 
years old at the time. It's fantas¬ 
tic what vital skills children can 
learn, and it's so important that 
they do so as soon as possible." 

In addition to the more seri¬ 
ous safety skills, another key 
focus of the half-hour sessions 
is enhancing bonding and gen¬ 
erally having great fun to¬ 
gether. Rowan adds: "With 
research showing that new 
mothers are less likely to suffer 
from post-natal depression if 
they can gain support from 
their peers, that's another rea¬ 
son why we're very proud of 
what we do."

Vauxhall took the wraps off the new Corsa VXR 



BENEFITING from the significant revi¬ 
sions in technology, interior/exterior de¬ 
sign and chassis showcased in the 
recently launched New Corsa, the VXR is 
set to raise the bar for small, fast hatch¬ 
backs when it appears in UK showrooms 
in May. 

First launched in 2007, the Corsa VXR is 
now in its second generation. The origi¬ 
nal car spawned four special editions: 
VXRacing, VXR Artie, VXR Nurburgring 
and VXR Clubsport. UK sales exceed 
9,000 vehicles. 

Priced from £17,995 on-the-road, the 
Corsa VXR's list price has been rolled 
back by over £1,000 versus the outgoing 


model. It's also less expensive than key 
competitors including the Volkswagen 
Polo GTi, the Renault Sport Clio and the 
Ford Fiesta ST2. 

Customers can now buy a VXR Per¬ 
formance Pack for £2,400 which specs 
the Corsa VXR up to a Nurburgring/Club- 
sport equivalent, but for £2,000 less than 
the previous model. The pack features a 
motorsport-derived Drexler Limited Slip 
Differential (LSD), Brembo four-piston 
brakes and re-tuned Koni FSD system 
above the standard set up. 

Making it even more affordable, the 
Corsa VXR will be available on either zero 
per cent Flexible Finance or Flexible PCP 


with a £500 Vauxhall deposit contribu¬ 
tion. 

Powertrain 

Headline performance figures for the 
Corsa VXR are 0-60mph in 6.5 seconds 
and a top speed of 143mph - quicker 
than the outgoing car, but more impor¬ 
tantly the VXR produces its 245Nm of 
torque from lower revs (between 
1,900rpm - 5,800rpm, compared with 
2,250rpm - 5,500rpm for the outgoing 
Nurburgring and ClubSport models). 
This makes the VXR a potent performer 
between 50-75mph, which it can dis¬ 
patch in just 6.4 seconds in fifth gear. 

An overboost facility provides an addi¬ 
tional 35Nm of torque, ideal for swift and 
safe overtaking. Maximum power from 
its 1.6-litre turbocharged engine is 
205PS, while the Corsa VXR achieves 
37.7mpg on the combined cycle with 
C02 emissions of 174g/km. 

Development 

Vauxhall's powertrain engineers had to 
re-develop numerous components in 
the VXR's engine to achieve its impres¬ 
sive performance values. 

"We initially thought that the Nurbur¬ 
gring Edition of the Corsa VXR repre¬ 
sented the end of the line from a 
developmental point of view," said Volker 
Strycek, Vauxhall/Opel's Director Per¬ 
formance Cars and Motorsport. 

"But the new Corsa VXR actually makes 


its predecessors look almost ordinary. 
Improved power delivery across the en¬ 
tire rev band, more power especially at 
low revs and moderate consumption for 
a car with this performance including 
compliance with Euro-6 emissions stan¬ 
dard make the Corsa VXR a benchmark 
in its class." 

Engineers constructed a completely 
new intake line leading to the tur¬ 
bocharger. A new intercooler is also 
used. New fuel injectors, controlled by 
the new engine management system, 
ensure an even finer and more precise 
delivery of fuel. This results in a notice¬ 
able improvement in responsiveness, es¬ 


pecially at low engine speeds, and opti¬ 
mised power output at higher engine 
speeds. 

The exhaust system is almost com¬ 
pletely new. Working with exhaust spe¬ 
cialists Remus, Vauxhall engineers 
developed a new exhaust manifold with 
an integrated turbocharger. 

They also sound engineered to Lex Fer¬ 
rari, a rule on pass-by-noise. An amend¬ 
ment in the European regulation allows 
performance cars over 190PS output 
and 102PS/ton to produce one extra 
decibel. The Corsa VXR twin-pipe ex¬ 
haust is exactly in line with legal pass-by- 
noise regulations.

New Legislation Causing 
Motorists To Fail MOT 


A FAULTY Tyre Pressure Mon¬ 
itoring System (TPMS) is now 
an automatic MOT fail and is 
already catching motorists 
out - does your car have it 
and how do you know if it's 
working? 

Millions of cars in the UKare 
fitted with tyre pressure mon¬ 
itoring systems, or TPMS, 
which monitor the vehicle's 
tyre pressure and will alert 
the driver to over- or under¬ 
inflation. As of 1 January 
2015, a car displaying a TPMS 
fault when submitted for its 
MOT will result in a test fail¬ 
ure. 

To save you from a stressful 
situation when you MOT your 
car TyreSafe, the UK's tyre 
safety association, have pro¬ 
duced a simple video to help 
motorists understand the 
safety features of this tech¬ 
nology. 

"Although TPMS technology 
has been around for decades, 
its inclusion in new model ve¬ 
hicles has only been man¬ 
dated in Europe since 2012 
and on all new cars since 
2014. This led to a gradual in¬ 
troduction into the market 
over a period of years and 
with little or no fanfare to 
help educate motorists," 
noted Stuart Jackson, Chair¬ 
man of TyreSafe. "Our mem¬ 
bers have been telling us that 
they're encountering a lot of 
customers who either aren't 
aware of how these systems 
work (and need to be main¬ 
tained) or just see them as an 
expensive luxury rather than 
the crucial safety feature they 


are. 

"This is why we have pro¬ 
duced a video: to communi¬ 
cate the importance of TPMS 
and how to use it effectively," 
concluded Jackson. "They 
make sure drivers know their 
tyre pressure when it's most 
important - while they are 
driving." 

The TPMS video is one part 
of a wider TPMS campaign 
from TyreSafe, who have pro¬ 
duced a range of informa¬ 
tional products including 
leaflets and posters that can 
be found on the website. 

Manual checks 

While the benefits of TPMS 
are widely recognised, it is 
important that they are not 
seen as a re¬ 
placement for 
regular manual 
tyre safety 
checks. Pres¬ 
sures should be 
tested at least 
once a month 
or before any 
long journey, 
when the tyres 
are cold using 
an accurate and 
reliable pres¬ 
sure gauge. 

When check¬ 
ing pressures, it 
is advisable to 
also give the 
rest of the tyre a 
thorough visual 
inspection as 
well as ensuring 
the tread is not 
excessively or 
unevenly worn. 


TPMS servicing 

To ensure yourTPMS system 
continues to operate prop¬ 
erly and reduce the likelihood 
of an MOT failure, it may be 
necessary to have the system 
serviced occasionally. TPMS 
sensors are designed to last 
for many years and miles, 
however, after a certain pe¬ 
riod, the sensor's internal bat¬ 
tery will run out meaning a 
replacement is needed. 

In addition, sensors can be¬ 
come faulty or fail completely 
as a result of weather dam¬ 
age, corrosion or accidental 
damage caused when chang¬ 
ing tyres. To ensure the sen¬ 
sor remains in good 
condition, many manufactur¬ 


ers recommend replacement 
of the valve cap and core 
components every time a 
tyre is changed. 

When replacement TPMS 
sensors are fitted to your ve¬ 
hicle, your tyre fitter may 
need to programme the new 
component to the car using 
specialist diagnostic equip¬ 
ment. If your TPMS sensor 
does develop a fault, under 
no circumstances should this 
be removed and replaced 
with a 'standard' non-TPMS 
type valve. Removing the 
sensor will not only reduce 
your safety on the road, it will 
also result in your car failing 
its MOT.

NETHERBURY Football Club dug 
deep to produce a great team per¬ 
formance to win the Dorset Junior 
Cup for the first time in over 50 
years in front of a crowd of over 250 
at St Mary's Field Bridport last 
Thursday night.

In extra time the Ambers looked 
the fresher side and dominated 
Wool for the first 15 minutes and 
duly got their goal. 

A long ball in the box caused con¬ 
fusion and following a scramble, 
Ives kept his cool to prod the ball 
home for a couple of yards.
